WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The Repub- 
lean National Committee reversed to- 
Gay the mandate of the 1920 National 
Convention, which fixed the apportion- 
ment of delegates for the South, on the 
besis of one delegate for each 2,500 Re- 
publican votérs, and restored the old 
epportionment of one delegate for each 
Congressional district and increased the 


fepresentation: of the thirty-seven Re- 


publican States by three delegates-at- 
large. The committee then selected 
Cleyeland as the convention city and 
_@une 1) as the date. 

The choice of Cleveland was made 


Unanimous after the ballot showed 39 
for that city, 10 for San Francisco, and 


1 for Des Moines. | 

Under the resolutions adopted and the 
wall issued there will be 1,109 delegates 
fn the 1924 convention, as compared 
with 984 in the 1920 convention and 
1,036 recemmended by (>a; convention's 
special committee.

Under the résolution ofterea by Sen- 
ator Pepper, national committeeman 
from Pennsylvania, and adopted today, 
the delegates from Northern States are 
increased by eleven over the 1920 ratio, 
while the Southern list remains as 
then—234, 

In revising the resolution of the 1920 
convention, the leaders, after a mid- 
night session, decided that unpleasant 
race struggles could be avoided at the 
next convention and the Northern rep- 
resentation increased if the committee 
should reach a compromise which 
would have the same effect as was in- 
tended by the convention’s action. 

Many Republican leaders have fought 
for twenty-five years against the South- 
ern delegations, asserting that they did 
mot represent any Republican votes. 
Another point made was that the 
South's delegates were usually obtained 
by Federal patronage and other means, 
and were employed to overcome the 
sentiment of Republican States. 

After the committee and its subcom- 
mittee had heard the protests of the 
Negro‘leaders they became convinced 
that something must be done to satisfy 
them. They saw a loss of Republican 
votes in Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and New York, 
where the Negro vote is large. It was 
the threat of revolt in the North that 

, largely Anfluenced the party leaders to 
restore the South's representation.

Lauds “Great Man From New 
England for Utterances on 
Russia, Bonus and League.” 


More than 800 memembers of the New 
York Southern Society, former South- 
erners now living in New York, 
sprang to their feet in an outburst of 
enthusiastic cheers last night when Mar- 
tin W. Littleton, a Democrat, as toast- 
master at the society’s annual dinner at 
the Waldorf referred to President Cool- 
idge’s speech as ‘‘the utterance of a man 
who said, ‘I stand here.’ ”’ 

“What can we say of that great man 
from New England who _ succeeded 
President Harding,’’ he said, - ‘that 
‘silent man’?, A man who said to Rus- 
sia, ‘Return to your old ways and [ will 
trade with you.’ Who agid of bonus, 
‘I do not favor a bonus.’ © said of 
the League of Nations, ‘It is a foreign 
‘agency. ‘The incident is closed." 

“I am not making this speech in favor 
of a Northern President~I am making it 
in favor of an American President,’’ 
continued Mr. Littleton, to a fresh out- 
burst of applause. ‘I have said this 
because- as an American citizen 1 
thought I ought to say it.’’ 

Mr. Littleton’s tribute to the, President 
came at the end of the dinner during 
what he termed ‘‘my final work as a 
salvage corps when the last words are 
spoken.’’ The previous speakers had 
been United States’ Senator K. D. 
'McKellar of Tennessee and Irvin S. 
a“ Demands Some Compact. 

Senator McKellar declared that “‘under 
the rule of the isolationists America 
has received nothing but the dry leaves 
of commercial and financial disaster.” 
“We must émbrace the first opportu- 
nity to resume our world leadership,’’ 
he said. We must bring about some 
compact, some agreement to outlaw war 
and make peace more certain. The 
World Court, a good thing within itself, 
will not be sufficient to keep the peace 
of the world. 

“Tt am one of those who believe that 
this nation went into the war to save 
civilization and prevent the collapse of 
the world and not to save our own 
skins,” he said at another point in his 
speech. (Tracing».the history of the 
peace negotiations and the events fol- 
lowing it, he said: ‘Today we find 
militaristic and autocratic: France the 
leading power of the world, instead of 
our own altruistic nation. France has 
taken the opportunity which America 
refused.

From Canada, 


125 TO GUARD 160 MILES

MALONE, N. Y., Dec. 12 (Associated 
Press).—Canadian holiday liquor des- 
tined for New York, Syracuse, Utica, 
Albany and other cities is pouring over 
the border of Northeastern New York 
State in unprecedented quantities, not- 
withstanding strenuous efforts.on the 
part of enforcement agents to stem the 
flow. 

This was admitted today by various 
officials, who’ pointed out that the task 
of detécting the liquor smugglers was @ 
gigantic one, owing to the limited num- 
ber of agents on’ guard over a great 
stretch of territory, much of it sparsely 
settled. On the northeastern tier of 
counties, Jefferson, St. Lawrence, Frank- 
lin and Clinton, from Cape Vincent, on 
Lake Ontario, to Rouse’s Point, on Lake 
Champlain, a frontier of nearly 160 


‘miles, there are less than 125 men to 


stand sentinel. 

Most of the contraband is brought over 
the- line in automobiles, but on the 
northern borders of St. Lawrence and 
Jefferson Counties the liquor is smug- 
gled across the St. Lawrence River by 
boat at night, and waiting automobiles 
cart it away to points southward, 

The Indians 6n the’St. Regis Reserva- 
tion are said, by; the authorities to be 
among the most active smugglers by the 
water route, The redskins on the Amer- 
ican side of. the revervation receive the 
liquor from their Canadian brethren, and 
have ng difficulty in pi @ bargain

Twenty-three Roads in One County. 

Illustrative of the task of the Prohibi- 
tion agents in watching the highways, 
it was pointed but that in 
County alone there are twenty-three 


‘separate roads ffom Canada, and only 


three of fhese are ports of entry, that 
is with cusidrns houses on each side of 
the ithe. While Canadiah and United 
States Agents frequently nab daring au- 
tomobilé Hquor’ runners, it is frankly 
admitted that many others thunder over 
the highways unnoticed and lose them- 
selves from the eyes of the law on little 
fréquented roads. _Just now’ the roads 
are in good shape, for there has been 
little. snow. 

The smugglers get, most of their sup- 
plies from Valley Field in Quebec, au- 
thorities say, and a series of ‘‘filling 
stations’’ at strategic points hag been 
established. The runners, who have be- 
come increasingly bold with the. ap- 
proach of the holiday season, appear to 
have some sort af organization. A sys- 
tem of. signaling at night has been no- 
ticed.. A chain of bootlegger gdrages 
has been stretched down through the 
Adirondacks, ‘where the oft sorely 
harassed motor smugglers may have his 

hine repaired and obtain gasoline. 

me of these garages are cleverly hid- 

den by bushes. and-.are located on ob- 
scure trails. 

Near Ayres, Franklin County, there 
is. a tleggers’ camp, where the smug- 
glers said to be in the habit of

NO INTERIM LABOR GOVERNMENT. 

The decision of the Baldwin Ministry 
not to resign before the new Parlia- 
ment meets, on: Jan. 8, is in accord 
rwith constitutional practice. It is also 
in accord with a common sense view 
of the situation. While the Conserva- 
tive Government can, of course, only 
mark time dyring the interval, it can- 
keep things steady and prevent others 
from making mischief. . Doubtless 
RaMsaxr MAcponatp, if called 
upon, could have formed a Labor 
Government which would look pretty 
on paper. But it would almost cer- 
tainly have been turned out of office 
as soon as Parliament met. The 
Labor Party surprised itself by the 
gains which it made in the general 
election, but even..so numbers less 
than one-third of the members of the 
House of Commons. On’so slender a 
foundation no Government with any 
promise of life could-be built. The 
shrewder heads of -the Labor Party 
are well content: not to. be summoned 
just ʒet to show what they would do 
if they had power. ¢ 

It may be said that an interim Labor 
Government could do no particular 
harm. That is doubtless true in do- 
meéstic matters, though even there the 
Labor Party might do harm to itself by’ 
proving that it could. not redeem: its 
promises. -The danger would lie ‘in 
foreign affairs. A Foreign Secretary: in 
a Labor Government might rashly set) 
out to grant full recognition .to Soviet 
Russia, to assume an. attitude’ hostile 


_| to the French Government, and to en- 


courage Germany in further. delusions 
and mistakes by a gesture of. frtend- 
ship. Such steps might not actually 
be taken, but the fear of them would 
exist all the time and would have ah 
unsettling: influence, Tobe delivered 
from all apprehensions of that kind is 
one thing gained by the determination 
of the Conservative Government to 
stick, for the present. 

Moreover, during the period. of quiet 
now assured, there will be ‘opportunity 
to make. political arrangements for 
meeting the - conditiais. which will 
arise after -Parliament assembles. If 
the Government does not then at once 
resign, a resolution of want of confi- 
dence in it will ddubtless be passed at 
an early day. That will make neces- 
sary some sort. of :coalition, or party 
truce, to secure a Government that 
will be. able to keep things going for 
at least.a few months. Negotiations 
to that end are presumably already 
afoot, -and they will have a better 
chance of success than they could have 
if everything were to be thrown into 
confusion ‘and ‘uncertainty by the im- 
mediate resignation of the Conserva- 
tive Government.

GUN ELEVATION UNDER THE 
_ TREATY. 

Of the appropriation of $30,000,000 
for fleet. modernization“ which Secre- 
tary Densr recommends, it is pro- 
posed to spend $6,500,000 “‘ for the 
“ purpose of increasing the elevation of, 
“turret guns of thirteen of the treaty 
“ battleships of the navy.” Mr. Denzr 
says that “in the opinion ofthe de-

Exact parity ‘in aver- 
age gun. range could perhaps. not be 
attained, even if the angle of. elevation 
were the same on the battleships of 
the, American and British fleets. The 
contention of ovr Navy Department 
has been that, although five of our 
battleships have turret guns with .a 
range of 30,000 yards, “the average 
range of the guns in the British line 
of battle is 3,000 yards greater. This 
might put the American fleet at a dis- 
advantage in an engagement.’ Admiral 
Huck RopMan has been quoted as 
saying that. the American disparity 
was not great enough to call for a 
higher angle of fire at this time: The 
fact is that individual ships were not 


jnamed by our naval officers. Their

The superiority in 
gun power of the Maryland and her 
two sister ships—the latter were un- 
completed last Spring—was not alluded 
to. Nevertheless, an approximation

PASSENGERS BY THE BILLION. 
New York has become the world’s 

billion-passengef city. .-Doubtless the 
annual total of those who ride in pub- 
lic wheeled vehicles exceeds a billion 
in one or two other cities, but not 
even in them is there such arithmeti- 
cal proof of congestion as in. New 
York... The subways of London and 
Paris are puny ‘in ‘comparison with 
ours. Railways.enter London from 
all points of the compass. ‘The busiest 
passenger centres in that city are the 
railway stations. Once that was true 
of the Grand Central Station in Man- 
hattan, also a subway station. But 
now firgt place is.conceded to the 
Times Square subway station. There 
the tide of travel divides itself both 
east and -west arfd north and south, 
and for both night and day. If the 
subways stopped at Times Square, 
their finances would be as unbalanced 
as their traffic.. But the trains which 
bring their 53,836,135 passengers an- 
nually to Times Square pass to Brook- 
lyn and far uptown, and return filled 
again. 

So recently as 1905 the Grand Cen- 
tral travel on the subways was a half 
larger than. the 3,641,345 sale at 
Times Square. This lead continued 
untu 1920. At both these leading 
stations about fourteen cars a minute 
take and discharge passengers, the 
Grand Central having a slight advan- 
tage in thid*respect. Nevertheless, the 
advantage .of the crossways at Times 
Square exceeds that from the traffic 
of the railroad terminal. Today the 
subway fares at Times Square are an- 
nually 53,836,135; against 34,495,582 
at Grand Central.- The year’s increase 
of 4,798,389 at Times Square is double 
the rate of its earlier increases. Grand 
Central subway traffic is fed by only 
one. Brooklyn subway and ee 
Square by: two. 

In Brooklyn there is a subway 
crossway at Atlantic Avenue, , where 
bong Island. passengers. have an op- 
tion between -two rapid transit routes, 
and soon will have a larger. choice... At 
Atlantic Avenue. there *is an annual 
total-.of 26,808,589. passengers. At a 
similar focus at Flatbush Avenue the 
total is 24,222,103.

I wish to call your 
attention -to the fact that you ve 
fallen * ‘into’ the error’ so com: - with 
the average layman in assuming that 
the steam turbine is, for any given steam 
pressure, more efficient.than a recipro- 
cating steam engine. Regardless of 
what publicity departments may claim, 
it is a well known fact, acknowledged 
by all engineers, that there are types of 
reciprocating engines using steam that 
have a thermal. efficiency equal that 
of any: steam turbine. Putting this in 
other words, these engines will develop 
a kilowatt .of electricity from no mors 
coal than- required by the best steam 
turbine, * 

The reason that the steam turbine has 
come into prominence and has largely 
replaced the. reciprocating steam  en- 
gine is not one. of thermal effictency, 
but has been largely determined by what 
might be called commercial efficiency. 
For any given output the reciprocating 
engine costs so much more to manu- 
facture than does the steam turbine 
that, since their thermal efficiencies are 
on an equal basis, ‘the low first cost. of 
the steam turbine will in most places 
exclude consideration of the reciffrocat- 
ing engine. 

Turning to the. mercury boiler, while 
there is no denying the fact that the 
mercury boiler will, used in confection

The Economic Foundation, organized 
to further “impartial investigation in 
the field of economic, social and indus- 
trial science,”" was launched yesterday 
at a meeting and luncheon held at the 
Bankers’ Club, 120 Broadway.

dent. 

The Economic Foundation, it was ex- 
plained, will act as a trust fund for 
donations made by persons who desire 
to have a group of impartial and s¢ien- 
tific-minded men seek the important 
facts of social, economic and industrial 
problems. ; 

The following trustees were elected 
yesterday: Thomas W. Lamont, John 
P. Frey of the American Federation 
of Labor, Owen’ D. Young, Chairman of 
the Board of the General Electric Com- 
pany; James Byrne, former President 
of the New York City Bar Association;

Trade Reviews Find Inquiry for 
All Products Shows Ten- 
dency to Spread. 


QUESTION PRICE STABILITY 


Automobile Trade Leads in Pur- 
chases—ingot Production 
Turns Down. 


, The feature of the iron and steel mar- 
ket, according to the reviews of the 
trade, made yesterday, is that 1924 buy- 
ing has made its appearance and that 
the inquiry for practically all products 
exhibits a tendency to spread. In sum- 
marizing the situation, the Iron Trade 
Review makes the following comment: 

“Forward: buying of: steel. is opening 
up gradually. This week witnessed the 
closing of a number of contracts for 
first quarter delivery of steel bars, 
, sheets, strips, pipe and certain other 
lines, and negotiations covering next 
year’s requirements of practically all 
products show a tendency to spread. At 
the same time, new tonnage while 
heavier, generally still is below ship- 
ments and the operating position of the 
mills ts less favorable. This has an im- 
portant bearing on the test of prices 
being waged between producers and con- 
sumers which ‘more and more is ap- 
proaching the critical point. There are 
signs this week that numerous buyers 
are less. confident of their ability to 
break down the present market. y 

“Steel ingot production in November 
turned down more sharply than’ in any 
month since August, 1922, declining 8.8 
or 434,162 tons. Eleven months’ produc- 
tion ‘totaled approximately 383 101 
tons, indicating a full year of close to 
but not entirely in reach of the high 
record for the year 1917. 

“Buying by automobile builders against 
heavy scheduled production for first 
— is taking form. ‘The Ford Motor 

o. in the past week placed upwards of 
30,000 tons of steel products with mills. 
iIt now is negotiating for 30,000 tons of 
| sheets.” 

The Iron Age thus summarizes the 
situation: 

“First quarter buying in steel has ap- 
peared. It comes largely from the auto- 
mobile trade, but not from all motor car 
makers, Some still show doubts of price 
stability, and~low prices evidentiy were 
obtained in transactions covering auto- 
mobile parts.
